EL PASO, Texas, May 10.—(P)—_ 
Driven over southwest Texas by in- 
clement weather of many _ varieties, | 
the naval dirigible Akron finally com- 


pleted its journey over Texas at 7 25 |

had been delayed about 14 hours. 
The ship, en route from Lakehurst, 
N. J., to California, for navy maneu-| 
vers, had bucked head winds, been | 
driven back by violent electrical dis- | 
turbances, surrounded _by  thunder- | 
storms, halted by poor visibility over | 
towering mountain peaks and finally 
impeded by a sandstorm near El) 
Paso, 
As the air fleet’s giant moved west | 
into New Mexico, its path remained | 
hazardous. It flew a zig-zag course 
tHrough a mountain pass west of EI 
Paso, apparently finding the going 
difficult against a strong wind. 

The dirigible was flying low, no) 
more than 300 feet above the ground. | 
It followed the Southern Pacific | 
tracks toward low mountains, head- | 
ing for the desert land of southern | 
New Mexico. | 
_ It had safely negotiated “The Pass” | 
in the Rocky Mountains, from which 
El Paso gets its name. 

Always a hazard to aircraft, “The 
Pass” presented an exceptional dan-| 
ger tonight because of a strong cross- 
wind. At times the dirigible appear- | 
ed to be headed eastward and then it 
was blown back with its nose to the’ 
west, 

Thousands of spectators lined! 
mountainside and mesa and watched | 
the blinking lights of the , navy’s 
aerial dreadnought pass overhead. | 

The wide expanse of rough coun- 
try remained to be negotiated. No 
mountains of importance were to be. 
approached, however, until the craft | 
reached the southwestern portion of | 
Arizona. There the continental di-— 
vide is low enough to permit fairly! 
easy crossing south of Bisbee, if the 
Akron follows that route. 

From that section west, mountains 
dot the desert land of Arizona, but 
may be skirted at low altitude. 

The Sierra Nevada, or coastal 
range, presented the highest obstacle 
before the ship reaches its destina- 
tion at Sunnyvale, Cal. 

As it approached El Paso, a new. 
storm threatened the ship with an- 
other night of buffeting gales. The 
Akron approached to within 10 miles 
of El Paso, ran into a severe dust | 
storm and turned east again, 

After waiting with nose in the 
wind, 12 miles from here, for the 
wind to subside, the dirigible moved | 
westward again, cruising over Fl 
Paso shortly after twilight and faded | 
into darkness,

INSULIN FOR PROGRESSIVE 

CHRONIC ARTHRITIS. 
Anthritis is medical Greek for joint

Ordinary chronic arthritis, common- 
ly dubbed “rheumatism” is likewise 
well known to be a focal infection, 
that, is, germs of one strain . or 
another (such as Streptococcus hemo- 
tlyticus) which are cuitivated in some 

tic bed in the tonsils, about the 

t of a tooth, in the pelvic’ organs 
of men or women, lodge in the tissues 
of the joint and set up a low grade in- 
f° mmation there, which eventually 
seriously cripples the affected joint. 

But there are a minority of cases 


of chronic progressive arthritis, vari- 
ously known as rheumatoid arthritis, 
atrophic arthritis, arthritis deformans, 
which we do not understand, and 
‘when I say that I mean no one knows 
the cause of this type of arthritis. 


Last year we told here of a method 
of treatment which had been used in 
France with considerable success—not 
a cure, just a helpful treatment. This 
is a course of hypodermic injections 
of parathyroid hormone. Only a 
physician can safely administer such 
treatment. It brings to the patient a 
definite metabolic boost, increased ac- 
tivity, increased well-being. Physictans 
who have given such treatment com- 
pare the results with the results of 
insulin treatment in diabetes. 

Some English physicians now report 
marked benefit in cases of chronic pro- 
gressive or rheumatoid arthritis from a 
series of injections of normal blood 
and then a course of insulin treatment. 
They give two }'ood transfusions of 
about a pint each, at intervals of 
eight days, and get the patient up on 
the ninth or tenth day, if the patient 
has been bedridden or nearly so. The 
insulin is kept up until the patient's 
weight shows a steady gain—the pa- 
tient weighs himself or herself daily 
and keeps a chart. The gain averages 
a pound a week in favorable cases, 
some gaining two or more pounds a 
week, The English physicians caution 
against expectation of any miraculous 
results, and say frankly that the treat- 
ment merely offers a promise of grad- 
ual improvement in general and local 
condition. 

In any case of arthritis of lonz 
standing it is of first importance to 
take suitable measures to prevent the 
insidious deformity which is likely to 
develop from prolonged disuse. The 
judgment of the physician as to the 
best measure for this should be had.

WETS FAR AHEAD 
IN OHIO PRIMARIES 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 10.—(#)— 
Foes of prohibition were leading by 
wide margins over their dry oppo- 
nents for the republican senatorial and 
gubernatorial nominations tonight as 
returns from Ohio’s primary mounted. 

Attorney-General Gilbert Bettman. 
advocate of an anti-prohibition plank 
in the republican national platform, 
was running two to one ahead of L. J. 
Taber, national master of the Grange 
and a dry, in the race for the sena- 
torial nomination. David 8. Ingalls, 
who also campaigned against the liquor 
laws, saw his lead steadily increasing 
over Secretary of State Clarence J. 
Brown, dry, and his nearest opponent 
for the republican gubernatorial nomi- 
nation, 

In 1,115 precincts of the state’s 
8,701 Bettman polled 31,367 to Ta- 
ber’s 18,110, with three other candi- 
dates hopelessly distanced. In 1,162 
precincts Ingalls had polled 34,230 to 
24,270 for Brown. Governor White's 
vote in 897 precincts was 20,456 to 
3,661 for Ross. 

Because of the length of the ballots, 
clogged with county candidates, the 
count was progressing very slowly. A 
heavy vote was cast. No figures were 
available shortly before midnight on 
the presidential preference contests 
and the meager returns from districts 
where there were contests for nation- 
al convention delegates, indicated that 
the Hoover candidates and _ those 
pledged to Governor George White, 
“favorite son”. democratic presiden- 
tial candidate, would win easily. 

Six delegate candidates favoring Al 
Smith as the democratic présidential 
candidate were badly beaten in Cleve- 
land, judged by early returns, by the 
regular democratic slate pledged to 
Governor George White. 

Smith and Baker were not candi- 
dates nor delegates. 

Governor White was leading his op- 
ponent, Galen Starr Ross, better than 
6G to 1 for the democratic gubernato- 
rial nomination. In precincts 
White had 1,881 to 307 for Ross.

Plight of Budget. 

“The most serious aspect of the sit- 
uation,” as far as France is con- 
cerned, “is the plight of the budget,” 
Dr. Cestre maintained. “In 1926 
heavy taxes were imposed upon the 
people by Poincare in order to re- 
habilitate the frane and to provide a 
sinking fund for the amortization of 
the public debt. They are one of 
the causes why French industry is 
wavering now, bending under too 
erushing a weight. ‘There cannot be 
any question of increasing the pres- 
ent rate of taxes. The only possible 
policy will be economy and retrench- 
ment—the two most difficult virtues 
for a democracy to practice. The task 
was postponed until after the May 
elections. A period of severe ‘penance’ 
will have to be gone through. The 
hope of redressment lies in the bet- 
tering of trade in Europe and in the 
whole world. France is now opening 
negotiations with. the neighboring 
countries for trace: agreements,” 

There are few real conservatives in 
French politics nowadays, Dr. Cestre 
sail Tuesday morning. 

“French polities,” Dr. Cestre said, 
“are puzzling to Anglo-Saxons _be- 
cause they are not run on the two- 
party system.

BERLIN, May 10.—(UP)—An 
economic program to make Germany 
self-sufficient and strongly anti-capi- 
tulistic was submitted in the Reich- 
stag today by Gregor Strasser, in be- 
half of Adolph Hitler’s fascist party. 

The fascist movement is “the peo- 
pl@s protest against the capitalistic 
mentality,” Strasser declared amid 
the .jeers of communist deputies, 
which led to an uproar in the Reich- 
stag. 

“What about the fascist conferences 
with Rhenish industrialists? What 
about the coal and iron magnates sub- 
sidizing the fascists?’ shouted the 
communists. 

The fascist deputies drowned out 
the jeers with loud applause. 

The main plank in the fascist pro- 
gram was one-year labor by every 
German to produce the daily necessi- 
ties which would make Germany in- 
dependent of agricultural imports. 

“Only by producing her own food 
will Germany be politically free,” 
Strasser said. 

Chancellor Heinrich Bruening lis- 
tened attentively during the speech. 

Later, the Reichstag was thrown 
into an uproar when Minister of De- 
fense Wilhelm Groener defended the 
action of President Paul Von Hin- 
denburg in his decree abolishing the 
powerful fascist “brown shirt army” 
of 400,000 men. 

“Without the squads (of brown 
shirts), order would never have been 
disturbed,” General Groener declared. 

The fascists arose and shouted their 
protests, causing the first disorderly 
incident in the present Reichstag ses- 
sion. The vice speaker ordered Stras- 
ser to leave, but the Hitlerite lieu- 
tenant refused and the session was 
epeneer amid general turmoil on the

A Safety Play 


In the recent World Bridge Olmyp- 
ie, conducted by the National Bridge 
Association, in which more than 30,- 
000 players, in countries scattered 
around the world, participated, the 
hands represented diverse principles 
of bidding and play. Hand No. 4 
illustrated two basic principles of cor- 
rect bidding and play: 

The first was the principle of giv- 
ing your partner, who has opened the 
bidding, an opportunity to bid again, 


provided your hand is of such a type 
as to promise a future in case he re- 
bids. As bidding is ; prediction of 
the number of tricks#@which can be 
made with the hand, this shaded re- 


sponse is fully justified when the op- 


ponent to your right has passed your 
partner’s Opening bid. In such cases, 
you should visualize not a minimuin 
bid of one, but possibly a maximum, 
and if the hand has any bidding 
values justifying a response, steps 
should be taken to permit your part- 
ner to bid «gain. 

In the play, the hand illustrated a 
prineiple of suit management—far 


from well- known—which is called the, 


“safety” play. This play is so named 
because it is designed to insure thie 
loss of not more than 1 trick in a 
suit in which, by another line of play, 
the Declarer might avoid the loss of 
any tricks whatever, but the trick giv- 
en up is insurance that the contract 
will be fulfilled, and thus relegates 
the extra tricks, of which some Con- 
tract players are so proud, to the 
place where they actually belong. If, 
in order to score an extra trick over 
the contract, the player endangers a 
safe contract. he should be actually 
penalized, rather than rewarded, for 
taking the risk. 

The hand, which illustrated the 
principle of bidding and the principle 
of play discussed above, is as follows:

Final prices were under the best 
and represented only a fractional aver- 
age gain; nevertheless, the market has 
held all but about half a point of last 
Friday's sharp recovery. Trading was 
again very dull, volume being 737,- 
750 shares. 

Some special selling was sprinkled 
through the list, but leaders were 
mostly firm. Rails almost reached 
a stalemate; a 2-point loss for Dela- 
ware & Hudson was the largest change 
in that group. 

United States steel sagged a bit 
when the drop in unfilled orders 
proved larger than had been expect- 
ed, but soon steagied. Coca-Cola and 
corn products improved more than a 
point net. 

The steel corporation’s backlog was 
off 145,487 tons, establishing a new 
record low since publication of the 
monthly began early in this century. 
The chief point of discussion now is 
whether current prices can be held 
after néxt week's wage cut becomes 
effective. 

The weekly condition statement of 
reporting federal reserve member 
banks was largely influenced by re- 
cent treasury financing operations, 
although there was some evidence of 
credit expansion in this district where 
“all other” loans increased $21,000,-

anteeing $10,000 reward for informa- 
tion leading to detection of any dealer 
substituting Pepsi-Cola for another 
5-eent drink. 

The Coca-Cola Company, in its let- 
ter is charged with having declared it 
was entitled to the reward because its 
representatives had detected clerks in 
Loft, Happiness and Mirror stores 
substituting Pepsi-Cola when Coca- 
Cola was called for.

of the measure. 

“The paramount duty of this con- 
gress,” said Judge Crisp, “is to pass 
an equitable tax measure and to 
economize in every way possible. I 
(lo not believe this country can afford 
to pay in full the adjusted service cer- 
tificates of the veterans of the World 
War at this time.” 

He declared he was in sympathy

BIG CUT FORECAST 
IN WINTER WHEAT 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(P)—A 
1982 winter wheat crop of 440,751,- 
000 bushels—347,000,000 less than last 
year’s harvest—was forecast today by 
the agriculture department on the 
basis of conditions on May 1. 

A rye crop 90 per cent of aver- 
age, unusually short crops,of potatoes 
and peaches in southern states and 
the lowest condition of hay in many 
years. also were reported. ' 

Adverse growing weather, chiefly 
lack of rain, brought the May 1 con- 
dition of winter wheat down to 75.1 
per cent. Acreage abandoned since 
last fall amounted to 6,405,000. A 
total of 38,682,000 acres were plant- 
ed. The area remaining for harvest 
is 32,277,000. 

The department estimated a win- 
ter wheat crop of 458,000,000 bush- 
els a ‘month ago. On the basis of 
average yields the spring wheat crop 
has been figured at 250,000,000. In- 
tentions to plant, however, have not 
been carried out fully and a crop of 
considerably less than 250,000,000 is 
now in prospect. The total crop, 
beth winter and spring, probably will 
be between 650,000,000 and 700,000,- 
000 unless conditions improve before 
harvesting time. ; 

The condition of peaches in ten 
early southern. states was fixed at 
34.2 per cent as compared with 70.9 
per cent a year ago and a five-year 
average of 64.3. On the basia of the 
present condition and assuming aver- 
age conditions from May 1 to har- 
vest, the department said, about §&,- 
600,000 bushels are in prospect for 
the states—the smallest crop produced 
in recent years. The department said 
that while the 1932 crop will un- 
doubtedly be smaller than average, it 
is yet early in the season and much 
can happen before harvest to improve 
or further reduce the prospective 1932 
peach harvest in the ten states. 

The department estimated the con- 
dition of early potatoes in ten south- 
ern states at 70 per cent compared 
with 63 on April 1.

AT TAMPA, FLA., HOME 


Emory Ray Rogers, former vice 
president of the Nunnally company 
here for 14 years, died Tuesday morn- 
ing in Tampa, Fla., where he had re- 
sided since 1926.
